THE FACTORIES ACT . 


Hon. Alex ‘Ross, Minister of Labor 
informed a public gatheririg in 
Calgary that his objective was to 
secure the maximum wages for the 
the minimum amount of works That 
may be sound labor doctrine, but the 
policy will not build up a prosperous 
country in a young province like Al- 
berta. 

He now proposes to establish a mini 
mum wage of $14 a week for the fitst 
year of a young lad’s engagement and 
he proposese to impose the eight-hour 
day in all industries and occupations 
agriculture for the time being expect- 
ed. 

He proposeses to do this by the aid 
of farmer  members- of the ‘legisla 
ture. In return for his support in the 
house he requites. the ‘farmer mem- 
bers to put through this measure. 

The eight-hour day is not officially 
eriforced in any of the other prov- 
inces In a large proportion of the bus’ 
ness of this province it has been volun 
tarily adopted. But it cannot economi- 
cally be employed in very many lines 
of business particularly those seasona' 
in claracter
